WAHHINOTON, D. 0., June 26 — A 


number of affidavits have been filnd in 
the treasury department charging Tol- 
lector ThomnB and other t'UNtom house 
officials at Baltimore with netting at 
defiance the Eiecntivc "Order No. I,1' 
by participating and manipulating the 
Republican primary convention in Bal- 
timore last week. The treasury depart- 
ment will investigate the charges. 
In 


consequence of the interference of tlio 
custom house officials, the ticket imued 
by them, with a likeness of Gen. Grant 
at its head, was successful. 
There is a 


division in the party in consequence, 
and two Republican tickets will be run. 


BOSTON, June 26. — Henry A. Purr, 


who arrived in this city from St. Johns, 
N. It., yesterday, has been arrested on a 
charge 'of murder on board the steamer 
Chesapeake, from New fork for Port- 
land, Dec. 5, 18C3. Parr was one of 
seventeen passengers who took PORRCR- 
tion of the Chesapeake in the name of 
the Confederacy, shooting the second 
engineer and throwing his body over- 
board. The piracy occurred while the 
vessel was about twenty miles north- 
east of Cape Ood. 
A few days after, 


the government was able lo capture the 
vessel in Sambro Harbor, bat the men 
escaped, through the connivance of the 
admiralty court at Halifax.

WAHIIINOTON, D. 0., June 26— A 


nuutber of affidavits have been filed in 
the treasury department charging Col- 
lector ThoniftB unJ other custom house 
officials at Baltimore with netting at 
defiance the Eiecntivc "Order No. I,1' 
by participating and manipulating the 
Republican primary convention in Bal- 
timore last weol. The treasury dcpirt- 
muul will investigate the charges.

custom house officials, the ticket ixHucd 
by them, with a likeness of Gen. Grant 
at its head, was successful. 
There is a

BOSTON, June 26. — Henry A. Purr, 


who arrived In this city from St. Johns, 
N. It., yesterday, has been arrested on a 
charge of murder on. board the steamer 
Chesapeake, from New fork for Port- 
land, Doc. 5, 18C3. Parr wns one of 
seventeen passengers who took posfteti- 
sion of the Chesapeake in the name of 
the Confederacy, shooting the second 
engineer and throwing his body over- 
board. The piracy occurred while the 
vessel was about twenty miles north- 
east of Cape Cod.

vessel in Sambro Harbor, bat the men 
escaped, through the connivance of the 
admiralty court at Halifax.
